On the basis of these figures, 
total cost for employees. of the 
fire department, including 
salaries and fringe benefits, will 
be $1,145,970. 

With 48 employees in the 
department, this amounts to 
$23,874 per -man, the report 
showed. - 

For the Police Department, 
this year’s 6 per cent salary 
increase will raise the actual 
salary cost to $763,200 from last 
year’s $720,000. 

Hospitalization and life in- 
surance for the employees will 
cost the city $53,969. Other 
fringe benefits include $7,350 in 
clothing allowances and 
$300,000 in police pensions. 

This is a total of $1,124,519 for 
the police department. With 49 
employees, the -total cost of 
salary and fringe benefits 
amounts to $22,949, the figures 
show. 

This cost, Decatur noted, is 
exclusive of $20,000 in sick leave 
pay, $5,860 in payments for 
injuries’ on duty, $10,000 in 
overtime, $3,600 in payments 
for rank differential and $1,400 
in merit pay, plus payments for 
court time and overtime, on the 
basis of previous pay periods.

City officials have agreed to 
three-year contracts for all city 
employees and have established 
a salary increase of 6 per cent 
for the current year, 6 per cent 
for the: 1978-79 year and 8 per 
cent for the 1979-80 year. 

The city’s payroli last year 
totaled approximately ‘$3.2 
million. Raises under the new 
agreements have not yet been 
paid pending official ac- 
ceptance of new agreements for 
all departments. 

The pay raises, however, will 
be retroactive to May 1, 
beginning of the city’s fiscal 
year.

If. an Illinois juvenile’s 
parents permit police to search 
his room, there is no violation of 
constitutional guarantees 
against unreasonable search 
and seizure. 

That is the thrust of an action 
by the U.S. Supreme Court last 
week in denying a request for 
review of a case involving an 
Illinois teenager. Attorney 
General William J. Scott has 
asked the court to deny the 
review : 

The youth's attorneys earlier 
had failed to get an Illinois State 
Supreme Court review of the 
case. 

Attorneys had argued that the 
15-year-old boy’s rights to 
privacy had been violated when 
his mother called police and 
requested their assistance in 
searching ‘his room. 

The boy had generally kept 
the door to the room padlocked 
and flatly and profanely told his 
mother to stay out of it. 


When the boy’s mother and‘a 
police officer searched the 
room, they found marijuana, 
hypodermic needles and,stolen 
goods. ‘The boy was sub 


custody of the Juvenile Division. 
of the Illinois Department of 
Corrections. 5 

In asking that a review of the 
case be rejected, Scott argued 
that Illinois law imposes serious 
burdens on parents of minor 
children under age 18; which 
provides the parent with at least 
common authority over a room 
occupied by a non-emancipated 
child. Therefore, Scott argued, 
the parents’ consent ‘to ‘the 
search was legal. - 

Scott said Friday, ‘‘The 
Supreme Court's. decision 
protects parental authority and 
the integrity of the family unit.””

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Coalition fears new 
raise for: legislators 


The Coalition for Political 
Honesty has urged former Gov. 
Samuel Shapiro to hold “‘con- 
veniently scheduled open 
meetings’’ of the recently- 
appointed ‘committee 
authorized by -the General 
Assembly to study whether 
state officials need.a pay raise. 

In a letter to Shapiro, who 
chairs the 28-person committee, 
Patrick Quinn; Coalition 
spokesman, said, ‘‘We are 
deeply concerned that this body 
represent the views of average 
Ilinois citizens and abide by the 
standards of the Ilinois Open 
Meetings Act. 

“We are prepared to take 
legal action if all committee 
deliberations are not open to the 
public.” 

Quinn ‘said the committee 
“must avoid rubberstamping a 
pay increase for state 
legislators which would be a 
gross insult to the taxpayers of 
this state.” 

He said Illinois ¥egislators’ 
$20,000 salaries ‘are the third 
“highest in the nation, a statistic 
rivaled only by the rate of in. 
dictments and conyictions, 
where Illinois is clearly 
Number One.” 

“Our 12,000 petition passers 
have. expressed overwhelming 
opposition to paying politicians 
more while they ‘continually 
ignore citizens’ demands for 
open government in Illinois. 

“Last year, we collected 
635,158 signatures in opposition 
to double governmental . jobs 
and conflict of interest voting, 
and yet Springfield politicians 
icilfed these proposals in record 
time. 

“This year, the Coalition's 
prtition ‘drive for an open 
primary referendum has 
received enthusiastic support 
across the state, and yet open 
primary bills are bottled up in 
legislative committees.” 

Quinn listed the income of an 
average Illinois wage-earner as 
$228.16 per week” or $11,864 per 
year. i 

He said a typical Illinois state 
legislator receives annual 
salary of $20,000, per diem

Students on the Southern

Questionnaire Gains seen at university 
program in E. St. Louis 


for veterans 
on pensions 


November checks going to 1.2 
million Veterans 
Administration pensioners will 
be accompanied by a 
questionnaire on income to 
assist them to qualify for 
continuing VA pension 
payments. 

Pensions unlike com- 
pensation for service-connected 
disability or death — are based 
on income. 

Questionnaires also’ will go to 
28,000 parents receiving 
dependency and indemnity 
compensation (DIC) checks. 

Completed questionnaires 
must be returned to the VA by 
Jan. 1 to insure continued 
receipt of benefits. 

Pensions are paid to needy 
veterans who are totally and 
permanently disabled from 
nonservice-connected causes, 
or to their widows. Amount of 
the monthly stipend is based on 
the annual income of the 
recipient, 

Annual income also governs 
amounts of DIC payments to 
certain parents of veterans who 

_died of service-connected 
causes. 

With some exceptions, pen- 
sioners are required to file 
income questionnaires an- 
nually. 

Those 72 years of age or,older 
who have been on the VA 
pension rolls for two con- 
secutive years are exempt from 
filing. However, these people 
must report income changes as 
they occur. 

Some beneficiaries who 
normally are exempt will 
receive questionnaires because 
of cot-of-living increases in 
annuities. Prompt return of the 
questionnaires will avoid 
suspension of monthly checks in 
1978,-a VA spokesman said. 

Those failing to return the 
completed. questionnaires 
before Jan. 1 will, in lieu of 
receiving their January pension 
check on Feb. 1, receive a letter 
from the VA explaining why 
their pension payments have 
been suspended. 

Full. information on the VA 
pension program is available 
from any VA office or veterans 
organization service officer.

The East St. Louis Center of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville is now becoming 
more attractive to students as a 
result of new and better 
facilities and an improved 
approach to instruction, in the 
opinion of Vernon Archer, 
acting coordinator for 
academic programs and sup- 
port services at the center. 

‘Archer, who joined the center 
in February, said that since the 
main thrust of the program is to 
improve basic skills of area 
students whose background in 
English language, mathematics 
and “‘hard core’’ sciences is less 
than that of the average college 
students, some changes had to 
be made to achieve more 
success, 

One approach to this, Archer 
said, was to reduce class sizes 
so that instructors could have 
better opportunities to deal with 
the problems of each student on 
a one-to-one basis. 

Also, in the last several 
months, some of the classrooms 
have been renovated and 
laboratory facilities are being 
provided. 

The indication that the center 
is becoming more attractive to 
students came this fall when 
enrollment increased 50 percent 
over last year, he said. The total 
number of students this year is 
more than 500, and the number 
is expected to increase steadily 


in the next two to three years, 
aceérding to Emil Jason, acting 
direttor, 

Jason said he expects another 
25 percent enrollment increase 
next year to 750 students. The 
seven-story center can ac- 
commodate as many as 1,000 
students. 

Archer said the average 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores 
of the center's students tend to 
run lower than those of students 
on the main SIUE campus. 

For this reason, emphasis at 
the center is placed on teaching 
courses related to the basic 
skills essential to succeeding in 
acollege course. Students at the 
center can take as many as 88 
hours of credit transferable to 
the main campus for’ com- 
pletion of a degree program. 

However, not all the 500 
students at the center are 
enrolled in the basic and 
General Studies courses offered 
in the Experiment in Higher 
Education component 

‘The others are enrolled in the 
Performing Arts Training 
Center, whose objective is to 
introduce career-minded 
students to the performing arts 
and to advance the standard for 
academic excellence within 
that area, according to Jason. 

Archer said data concerning 
the academic performance of 
center ‘‘graduates” is now 
being compiled for a study that

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Worry over extent of waterway tax blocking new lock-dam 


Religion and politics\it is said, are ex- 
plosive subjects best avoided during polite 
conversation. Put them both together and 
the effect can be devastating, US: Senator 
Adlai Stevenson ‘of Illinois has concluded 
in viewing the latest wreckage of his hopes 
to see a new Lock and Dam 26 constructed 
two miles downstream from the present 
aging Mississippi River facilities. 

The senator points the finger of blame at 
the Carter Administration, which he says is 


peopled with’ “environmental zealots who_ 


see this in religious terms. They're not the 
kind of people who are susceptible to 
reason.” 

Sen, Stevenson was referring to the 
Presidential staff's constant threat of a 
veto of any Alton area lock and dam 
legislation’ unless coupled with a user 
charge big enough to recover “a sub- 
Stantial portion” @f the federal govern: 
ment's cost of building and operating the 
inland, waterways system, 

Two environmental groups joined with 
more than a dozen railroads in. blocking 
initial consideration of the lock-dam 
replacement proposal. A delaying tactic at 
that time was to voice concern that the Ar- 
my Engineer Corps was trying to deepen 
minimum Mississippi River depth from 
nine to 12 feet. The Corps denied it, and 
subsequent legislative drafts’ would 
specifically ban such depth. 

When the replacement plan, now ex- 
pected to cost $432 million, was revived 
this year, ppponents’ strategy was to hold it 
hostage to waterway use charges. 

Some apparently would have settled for 
a “foot in the door” fee precedent, while 
others wanted what barge firms said would 
be confiscatory taxation. 
tax is the power to destroy, 
by many in citing America’s historic past. 

Stevenson and others backed off from 
the. Alton lock legislation last week, ap- 
parently dooming it for this year, due to 


fear of. what’ might emerge from a 
showdown vote on waterway fees. It will 
be recalled that Public Works Committee 


leaders previously had promised prompt, _ 


early-1977 action on the lock-dam 
replacement. 

A Carter-backed amendment by Sen. 
Pete Domenici of New Mexico might have 
led to substitution of a large use charge for 
the six-cents-a-gallon barge fuel tax passed 
by the House. 

The amendment probably could have 
been defeated by a few votes, but the 
margin was pot a comfortable one, Steven- 
son noted in calling the Domenici plan 
“unworkable and probably un- 
constitutional.” It would, among other 
things, have directed the railroad-minded 
Transportation Department to devise a 
plan to recover 100 percent of operations 
and maintenance costs and 50 percent of 
construction costs on the waterways, 
phased over a 10-year period. 

With the Alton lock veto threat, 
Domenici was able to secure Senate 
passage in June, but it died on the House 
speaker's table when House leaders asser- 
ted their body's constitutional right to 
initiate all revenue-raising legislation. 

The bill enacted by the House last mon- 
th called for a four-cent fuel tax in 1979, in- 
creasing to six cents in 1981. It would have 
recovered less than 10 percent of federal 
waterway costs, estimated at $450 million 
yearly. 

What would appear to be needed is ap- 
propriate legislation to help keep railroads 
healthy, and at the same time’a decision to 
replace the deteriorating river facility and 
to keep any’ waterway fee below a 
damaging, self-defeating level. 

Consensus may be far off, but it’s a 
shame because the new lock is needed. 
And Cong. Paul Findley of Pittsfield asser- 
ts that each day of lock-dam project delay 
is adding $8,545 to the cost. 


Allow retired military men to continue working for U.S. 


Comment by Richmond News Leader — 
Military pensions are controversial and ex- 
pensive:, Estimates are that they will hit 
$9.1 billion in the fiscal year that began 
Oct. 1. 

President Carter has formed a com- 
mission to investigate all military com- 
pensation; the commission is to report in 
March 

From time to time, Congress has 
scrutinized solders’ pay; at present a sen- 
sitive matter called “double-dipping” is 
being studied by the investigations sub- 
committee of the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee. 

Double-dippers are persons who collect 
military pensions while working forthe 
federal government as civilians. 

Opponents conjure up visions of high- 
ranking Pentagon fat-cats. Yet regular of- 
ficers — the most likely to achieve high 
rank, high pensions, and high-level 
Washington contacts — must give up 
$4,000 of their annual retirement pay if 
they work for the government. 

A more likely double-dipper is a retired 
middle-grade sergeant delivering mail. 
Thére are about 150,000 double-dippers, 
112,000 of them former enlisted men. 
Total military annuitants number just un- 
der 1. million. 

The arguments against double-dipping 
are these: (1) A worker should not collect 
two paychecks from the same employer; 
and (2) ex-servicemen can collect.half-pay 
by retiring after only 20 years of active 
duty, while retired civilian government 
workers (who retire much later) must give 
up their, pensions if they return to govern- 
ment work. 

The pervasive anti-military 
emotionalism of many colors the issue. 

Severe changes in the military 
retirement system would hurt recruiting 
and retention of personnel. Such changes 
also could: damage morale and impair 


military readiness. 

Civilian workers return home to An- 
nandale or Silver Springs or Bethesda each 
night; servicemen spend long periods away 
from their families performing unpleasant 
and often hazardous duties. 

Military men must agree to limits on 
their personal freedom, for pay that has 
been substandard until recent years. 

Civil servants often become entrenched 
in their jobs; military officers. passed over 
for promotion sometimes are forced out. 

Military men give the United States the 
best years of their lives; often they give 
their lives. They deserve good retirement 
benefits. 


A_ suggested solution has been longer 
service, with later retirement. But (a) ac- 
tive duty pay is higher than retired pay: (b) 
a more senior force would cost more 
because of longevity increases; and (c) 
eventual retirement expenses would be 
higher, 

Long-term extensions 
time would slow promotions throughout 
the system, badly affecting the morale and 
productivity in what essentially is a young 
man’s game. 


Military pensions are expensive, but in- 
dividual annuities are relatively modest. 
As of mid-1976, the average annual 
retirement pay for 751,244 enlisted retirees 
was $5,076; for 344,948 retired officers, it 
was $10,092. Li 

The spread in individual fetired-income 
was $2,088 for retired men in the lowest 
enlisted grade to $32,484 for four-star ad- 
mirals and generals. 

A retired colonel received $15,168; a 
retired master sergeant, $6,936. These are 

ood pensions, yes, but they are not exor- 
itant. And they are earned. 

If a military man chodses to work for the 
federal goyernment after retirement, this 
option should be open to him.

GC defeats move to 


rescind use permit 


& move to rescind an earlier 
action that granted a special 
use permit to a Granite City 
resident without action by the 
City Plan Commission was 
turhed down by a majority of 
City Council members last 
week, even though a motian to 
reensider the proposal .had 
been approved. 

‘The action stemmed from a 
colincil vote Oct. 25 by which a 
spéeial use permit to use his 
garage to display safes in 
connection with a locksmith 
buSiness was granted to Roger 
Miller, 3704 Johnson Road. 

The council approved the 
permit on a motion by Seventh 
Ward Alderman Ronald 
Cdleman who told the aldermen 
that there had been no meeting 
ofsthe City Plan Commission 
duging September or October 
begause of lack of a quorum, 
and that there were no ob- 
jections to the request by 
Miller's immediate neighbors. 

In last week’s meeting, 
however, Betty Williams, who 


said she lives two blocks from 
Miller's location, said there was 
a petition signed by 115 persons 
objecting to the use permit. She: 
said that since there had been 
no plan Commission meeting, 
the objectors had no op- 
portunity to speak against 
issuance of the permit. 

“I think we are entitled to a 
hearing on this,” she told ‘the 
council, adding that ‘‘We don’t 
want Johnson Road: to become 
another Nameoki Road." 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward said ,he 
believed the council should 
reconsider the matter. Whitmer 
made a motion for recon: 
sideration. 

With 13 members of _ the 
council present, seven voted in 
favor of reconsideration and six 
voted against, A minimum of 
eight votes was needed to ap- 
prove the motion. Mayor Paul 
Schuler, who is entitled to vote 
on an issue when his vote can 
determine the outcome of an 
issue, voted in favor, providing 


the eighth vote necessary to 
reconsider the use permit issue. 

Whitmer then moved that the 
previous council: action gran- 
ting the permit be rescinded. 

That vote was seven against 
rescinding and six in favor. The 
motion was declared lost 
because a vote of two-thirds of 
the council membership, or ten 
votes, is needed to approve any 
rescinding action, 

Coleman told the council that 
he had presented the motion to 
grant the usé permit in the Oct. 
25 meeting because he had been 
told there was no opposition by 
Miller’s neighbors to the use of 
his garage for business 
displays. 

He said he was unaware of the 
petition directed against the use 
permit request. 

Customarily, all requests for 
special use permits are 
presented’ first for hearings 
before the City- Plan Com- 
mission which then: recom- 
mends to the council whether a 
request should be granted or 
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Hugh E. Muncy, president, 
Ulinois Retail Merchants 
AsSociation, in meetings with 
retailers around the state this 
month has called attention to 
“tBe necessity of concerted 
efforts to’ stop the nation’s 
fastest growing crime — theft 
from stores."’

“Stealing from stores has 
been growing at a phenomenal 
rate. 

“Jn just one year, dollar loss 
to» merchants nationwide 
juinped from $6.5 billion to $7.2 
billion. 

“Even more alarming is the 
fa@t that stealing from stores is 
a*¢rime frequently committed 
by. ‘respectable’ people and 
juveniles who steal, not from 
need, but just to see if they can 
get away with it. 

“Few people realize that by 
turning the other, way when they 
see a thief in action, it costs 
them plenty. 

“They think only the person 
caught stealing pays a 
penalty.”” 

During Everything Has a 
Price Week, the general public 
will be reminded’ that stealing 
from stores imposes many 
penalities — including higher 
prices, limited merchandise 


selections and an atmosphere of 
distrust, 

“Permissjve stealing from 
stores also affects job op- 
portunities and invites ad- 
ditional crime, and fear, into 
the community,” Muncy ‘adds. 


“It increases the cost of in- 4 


surance and law enforcemient, 
and even affects the kind of 
services we receive when state 
and local governments are 
denied sales tax revenues. 

“One of the most costly 
penalties would be a generation 
of young people who look on 
stealing from stores as ac- 
ceptable behavior. 

“Everything Has a Price 
Week activities will be aimed at 
reversing a let’s-get-something- 
for-nothing attitude. 

“Programs ‘are being 
scheduled around the state with 
retailers, schools, parents, 
youth groups, news media 
representatives and law_, en- 
forcement officers cooperating. 

Citizens will be asked to 
reinforce efforts of retailers and 
law enforcement officers to 
prevent stealing from stores. 
Information on Illinois’ Retail 
Theft Law and suggestions for 
parents will be disseminated as 

t of the campaign. 

“Retailers spend billions on 
theft. prevention — and 
prosecution. However, they 
cannot effectively control 
marketplace crimes without 
support and cooperation of 
concerned citizens. 

“The special week will be an 
opportunity to take positive 
action against this costly crime 
that is blighting communities 
and undermining the moral 
fiber of our society.

Senate agrees on energy tax 
relief to states, grain fuel test 


The Senate has passed an 
amendment offered by Senator 
Charles H. Percy (R-Ill.) to the 
Energy Tax Bill that intended to 
provide tax relief for states if 
the energy legislation finally 
passed by Congress includes a 
crude oil tax. 

The measure, which would 
provide Illinols $18,400,000 each 
year for the next four years, 
would take effect if the House- 
Senate Energy Tax Conference 
Committee includes a crude oil 
tax in the final energy tax bill. 

Percy praised Governor 
James R. Thompson for his 
effort in alerting members of 
Congress to the need for a 
provision to compensate states 
for revenue lost because of fuel 
conservation, 


Money returned to the states, 


under the Percy provision 
would be provided by the crude 
oil tax. The money could be 
used only for road repairs, such 
as resurfacing, rehabilitation

Motor vehicle taxes are a 
main source of funds for state 
road maintenance. 

“If conservation means that 
states lose money collected 
through motor vehicle taxes, 
then the federal government 
should compensate states for 
their losses,” Percy said 
“Conservation should be en- 
couraged, It should not carry 
penalties that discourage ef- 
forts to save.” 

Percy pointed out that some 
states are already experiencing 
revenue losses because of 
energy conservation. 

It is estimated that for every 
gallon of gasoline saved, states 
lose an average of eight cents in 
state revenue, which could 
mean a possible loss of $20 
billion to $30 billion nationwide 
through 1985, he said. 

The Senate has also passed a 
Percy amendment to the 
Energy Tax Bill that would 


exempt gasoline blended with a 
minimum of 10 percent ethanol 
and methanol — two forms of 
highly combustible alcohol — 
from the federal fuel tax of four 
cents a gallon for a test period 
of six years. 

The Senate also accepted a 
Percy amendment that would 
require use of alcohol-blended 
fuels in 1,000 federal cars for 
three years to test the 
economic, technological and 
environmental feasibility of 
using. alcohol fuels on a large 
scale. 

Percy’s proposal would 
require that alcohol used to 
make the tax-exempt gasoline 
be derived from non-petroleum 
substances, such as grain and 
wood.
